Most Americans, regardless of party, will agree with Pres­ 
ident Eisenhower that the irresponsible $1.5 billion unem­ 
ployment compensation measure cooked up by House Demo­ 
crats and reported by the House Ways and Means committee 
“has grave defects” and that it would constitute a “dole” and 
“nothing else”. And certainly the President’s broad infer­ 
ence that he will veto such a bill if it is ever passed should 
surprise no one. 
The plan sent to Congress by the White House called for 
Federal advances to states that would finance extension of 
compensation payments by half again the prescribed period 
in most large states an additional 13 weeks. These Federal 
funds would be repaid by the states within four years, and 
o i t of future pavroll taxes on employers, or directly from the 
states’ treasuries. 
Contrasted with this “accomodation” type of legislation. 


■he House plan would constitute a Federal “give-aw ay” 
to 
'he states of funds up to $1.5 billion to continue the compen­ 
sation of workers who had exhausted their benefits under 
t h e existing system .

The House of Representatives is going ahead with a new 
$84 million office building which will house only part of its 
members. This figure has been worked out at $192,000 a 
room, and each Representative will have three rooms. 
And to each representative’s quarters will cost about as 
much as three dozen new homes that his constitutents might 
build to house their families—if they could afford it. 
Of course, it’s unfair to compare office building costs with 
home building costs, so look at it another way. For little more 
than half what the Congressmen are spending on their quar­ 
ters ($56 million) Union Carbide is putting up a block square

•DOLE” IS A KIND WORD 


Most Americans, regardless of party, will agree with Pres­ 
ident Eisenhower that the irresponsible $1.5 billion unem­ 
ployment compensation measure cooked up by House Demo­ 
crats and reported by the House Ways and Means committee 
“has grave defects” and that it would constitute a “dole” and 
“nothing else”. And certainly the President’s broad infer­ 
ence that he will veto such a bill if it is ever passed should 
surprise no one. 
The plan sent to Congress by the White House called for 
Federal advances to states that would finance extension of 
compensation payments by half again the prescribed period 
in most large states an additional 13 weeks. These Federal 
funds would be repaid by the states within four years, and 
©ut of future payroll taxes on employers, or directly from the 
states’ treasuries. 
Contrasted with this “accomodation” type of legislation, 
the House plan would constitute a Federal “give-away” to 
the states of funds up to $1.5 billion to continue the compen­ 
sation of workers who had exhausted their benefits under 
the existing system. Further, it would provide 16 weeks of 
similar benefits to workers not now covered by unemploy­ 
ment compensation. 
In his sharp answers to press conference questions on the 
subject( the President expressed himself as most concerned 
over the preservation of states’ rights and the insurance 
principle under which unemployment compensation now op­ 
erates. 
The bill reported by the House committee, he said, sug­ 
gests “the complete elimination of state influence, ignoring 
of state standards’’ and would “tend to be very destructive of 
the whole unemployment insurance system as now devised.” 
In castigating this measure as a “dole”, we think the Pres­ 
ident was using considerable restraint. In an election year 
it could be mistaken for something even more unsavory.

Frankfurt. 
We passed the preceding night. 
June 8th, at Wiesbaden. This is a 
beautiful spa. founded bv the Ro­ 
mans, who left their mark in a 
ruined wall which partially sur­ 
rounds the central portion of the 
city. Wiesbaden is a city of wide 
thoroughfares and smart shops, a 
casino, and many fine old homes. 
In order to better know’ the city, 
we took a guided tour of Wiesba­ 
den and the surrounding country. 
We began with seeing Nt ruberg, a 
suburb of the city. At the heighth 
r ' ttv. hill on which is located Nero 
berg is to be found, in the heart 
of a forest is a Greek - Orthodox 
chapel.

Lunch having been eaten, 
we set out. at 2:10 o’clock, to catch 
the 2:20 train to Frankfurt. With 
much hustle and apprehension we 
made our connection and were off 
to the city of Goethe. 
Our train was quite a contrast 
to that taken the day before More 
than an express, it was a commu­ 
ter, making every whistle-stop with 
a loud grinding halt 
First class 
accomodations were of the least 
pleasing degree, 
and the porter, 
though of a 
courteous manner, 
spoke no English and was of lit­ 
tle help. 


In Frankfurt, we 
accomodated 
ourselves in the Hotel Lavigny and 
thereafter looked about the city. 
Mother, seeking to pass out Amer­

cathedral.

cathedral, of which a large por­ 
tion was destroyed in the war. has 
a magnificent spire. After m u c h 
toiling up a narrow passage, 
I 
was presented with a command­ 
ing view of the city, and aching 


feet. Following my visit to the 
cathedral, I did a bit of looking 
about in the center of Frankfurt. 
Here there are many fine shops 
and eating establishments among 
the numerous parks. Also to

found are the department a n d 
grocery stores where the average 
German makes 
his 
purchases. 
Dinner was taken at the “Arnold- 
Grill.” This is an institution which 
will satisfy every gourmand 
and 
reduce most pocket books. 
T h e 
waiters specialize in fulfilling your 
every wish and making a prime 
point about most European restau­ 
rants; the staff is generally more 
genteel than is the customer. In
